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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Warmer temperatures helped corn for grain harvest progress considerably this week, according to
the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture level conditions rated
adequate to surplus increased from 62 percent last week to 68 percent this week. According to the United States Drought Monitor
published on November 17, 2022, 100 percent of the State continues to experience drought conditions. Extreme drought conditions
are affecting 49 percent of the State, down one percentage point from last week, and 2 percent of the State is facing exceptional
drought conditions. Statewide, the fourth cutting of alfalfa hay was 78 percent complete. Statewide, winter wheat emergence is 95
percent complete. Corn mature and corn harvested for grain are at 95 percent complete and 77 percent complete, respectively.
Statewide, corn silage harvest is 95 percent complete. Box Elder Counties reports livestock producers were feeding grain and hay due
to the colder weather. An estimated 73 percent of cattle and calves and 67 percent of sheep and lambs have been moved from pasture.
Cattle and sheep receiving supplement feed are at 52 percent and 41 percent, respectively. Hay and roughage supplies were rated 20
percent very short, 28 percent short, 51 percent adequate, and 1 percent surplus, compared to 17 percent very short, 23 percent short,
56 percent adequate, and 4 percent surplus last week. Stock water supplies were rated 13 percent very short, 23 percent short, and 64
percent adequate, compared to 7 percent very short, 24 percent short, 68 percent adequate, and 1 percent surplus last week.
